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Director Katharine Lee Reid Appoints Ohio State 
University V.P = Janet Ashe Deputy Director for 

Administration 
and Treasurer 

CLEVELAND — Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) director Katharine Lee Reid announced 
today the appointment of Janet G. Ashe to the position of Deputy Director for Administration 
and Treasurer. Ms. Ashe is the Vice President for Business and Finance at Ohio State University 
(OSU) in Columbus, Ohio. She has been with OSU since 1992 serving as the chief business and 
operations officer. 

Mrs. Reid stated: "Janet brings a wealth of experience — institutional, administrative, 
financial, and construction oversight. I am delighted that Janet will be playing a very key role 
in the future of the CMA. She has demonstrated a deep commitment to cultural and 
educational institutions. We enthusiastically welcome her." 

In assuming this post Ms. Ashe will occupy one of four senior executive positions in 
the museum's new organizational structure reporting to Katharine Lee Reid. CMA's new 
Deputy Director for Development and External Affairs, Susan Stevens Jaros, was appointed 
last May. Leonard Steinbach is the Director for Information Technologies. The search for the 
fourth position, a Deputy Director for Collections and Programs, is now underway. These 
team leaders are responsible for the management functions for eight divisional operations. 

As the chief operating and finance officer of CMA, Ms. Ashe will provide leadership 
and direction to staff members responsible for CMA's administrative services including the 
divisions of finance, human resources, and design and facilities. Key to the position is the 
overseeing of financial policies and advancing the museum's strategic and facilities master 
plan including a major expansion and renovation. She will begin her duties on September 15, 
2001 . 

At OSU, Ms. Ashe supervised the operations of one the largest single campus universities 
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in the country. Responsibilities included the physical plant, security, business operations 
(parking, purchasing, travel, mail services and trademarks and licensing services), facilities 
planning (architect and physical planning), and finance (controller's office and treasurer's office 
with an endowment of over $1 billion). 

In accepting the CMA position, Ms. Ashe stated: "I am very excited to be going to 
work under the leadership of Katharine Lee Reid. This newly created position is truly a 
unique opportunity to be involved with one of Ohio's finest cultural institutions as it 
endeavors toward its most ambitious expansion and renovation plan. While I will miss my 
colleagues at the university, I'm looking forward to experiencing Cleveland and one of 
America's finest art museums." 

A certified public accountant, Ms. Ashe's began her career in Detroit with the 
accounting firm of Peat, Marwick and Mitchell in 1976. From 1979 to 1988 she served in 
various financial positions in Detroit's auto industry. In 1988, Ms. Ashe assumed duties as 
Vice President for Business & Finance and Treasurer for Eastern Michigan University in 
Ypsilanti, which she held until her current position with Ohio State University. 

Ms. Ashe received her Master of Business Administration at the University of Detroit, 
and her Bachelor of Arts at Michigan State University. In 1999, she was appointed to a three- 
year term on the Central Ohio Transit Authority Board of Trustees. She is serving in her third 
year as a Malcolm Baldrige examiner and will become senior examiner this year. 
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
